CABLE NEWS. 



Anarchy in Formosa— China Wanta it 
a Eepnblic-"Alliauca" Affair 
Arranged. 

Famine in China-Gladstone Cruising 
for Health-To Put Down 
Cuban Insurrection. 



London, May 17.— The Times to-morrow 
will print a dispatch from Hongkong which 
aays that anaroby provuils in tho northern 
part of tho Island of Formosa, and riots are 
of dally occurrence, numorous persona 
havlDg been killed aud wounded. Geooral 
Ku Hung Kuk, a Hatts chief, has pro- 
claimed himself king of the northern por- 
tlrn of tho island, and several thousand 
Tvell equipped aoldiors havo joined his 
standard and his force increases dally. The 
Chinese authorities havo cipturod and bo- 
beaded many of his followers, but the re- 
volt sooma to bs spreading. China advo- 
cates the recognition by the powora of a 
Formosan republic. 

Tho town of Brest-Lltowskl In the pro- 
vinoo cf Grodno, Russian Poland, was com- 
pletely destroyed by flro last evening, and 
thirty peoplo wero burned to death. Brest- 
Lltowski waa a town of about 40,000 people. 

It la announced In the newrpapora that 
the Spanish government has applied to the 
bank of Spain for a further advance of $5,- 
000,000 with whioh to oarry out the cam- 
paign against the Cuban insurgents. 

Cholera is disappearing at Jeddah. 

The Spanish government baa completed 
Its final answer to Secretary GrcBham'a dis- 
patch concerning the Alllanoa incident, and 
it will bo cablod by Minister Taylor to 
Washington. Tho reply is in a most cor- 
diaLand friendly spirit, and la understood 
to disavow tho action of tho officer who fired 
on the vessel and to disclaim tho jurisdic- 
tion of Spain over American vessels at tho 
point where the AUlanca waa fired on. 

The sugar bill has finally passed its second 
reading in the ralohBtag by a voto of 140 to 
48 with Herr -Sr'bo's adde-?, clause ompow- 
oring tho bundosrath to reduce or repeal tho 
bounties permanently or temporarily if 
other com tries do tho Bamo. 

A dispatoh to tho Times from Tientsin 
says that France, Germany and RuBBia ob- 
ject to any finanoial sohemo under whioh 
China shall confer special rights on any na- 
tion. Thia frustrated tho reported propo- 
sals of an American syndicato to advance 
the amount of tho Indemnity demanded by 
Japan on tho security cf concessions of tho 
right to build a railway to China. 

Tho correspondent cf tho Times at Tient- 
sin, reports that a famine exists in the 
provinco of Peohill. Tho centre of distress 
is at Kal Ping. 

Mr. Gladstone 1b suffering from an attaok 
of lumbago. It la said that he will go 
oruising in Juno on the Medltterrean in Sir 
Donald Currie'a yacht, lolanthe. Ho has 
scsepted an honorary membership of the 
Lcdg-uof Oddfellows at Hawarden. 

A curious explosion took plaoe to-day in a 
railroad cirrlago which was just arriving at 
tho Walworth station of the London, 
Chatham and Dovor railroad. An oooupant 
of the carriage was badly injured and near 
him was found a brasB cylinder nine inches 
long. 

Tho parliamentary secretary of the colon- 
ial office, Mr. Sydney Buxton, replying in 
tho House of Commons to-day to tho Right 
Hon. Sir CharleB Ullke, said that the relief 
worka instituted by the governmont for the 
asalBtance of tho sufferers in Newfoundland 
would only extend to the opening of tho fiah« 
log season. 

Tho Spanish steamer Gravlnl, bound from 
Antwerp for LiBbon, was lost off Caponaa 
during a typhoon and only two of those on 
board saved. 

The Duke of Hamilton and Brandon is 
dead at Algiers. 

A dispatch from tho Hague roports that a 
severe snowstorm has been raging along the 
coast of Holland for sovoral days paBt. Tho 
sluiceB havo been closed, largo tracts of 
country havo been submerged, and tho pea- 
sants in other districts havo prepared to 
movo their cattle and effects. 

Cold weather accompanied by snow is re- 
ported Irom various parts of England and 
tho continent. 

A number of warehouses and faotorios 
noar tho leathor murkot, BermondBoy, cov- 
ering 11 J aores of ground, havo been 
burned. Tho Iosb Ib estimated at !jl,000,- 
000. 

SS. Campania, Cunard lino, which sailB 
from Liverpool for Now York to morrow, 
will take £200,000 in bur gold for tho Bol- 
mont-Morgan syndioato. 

Tho ropublic of Colombia is prepar- 
ing to sot forth ita claim to tho 
Moiqulto territory, Nicjirugua, over which 
Groat Britain recently relinquished her pro- 
tectorate. 1 1 ia asserted that tho claims of 
Colombia antcdato those of Groat Britain. 
General Renjifo, it is believed, is going to 
Washington City to proBent tho claims of 
Colombia. 

Tho British Btoamcr Dobay arrived at 
Corinto with modorn tiold artillery, rifles 
and ammunition, purohaeed on bobalf of tho 
Nioaraguan government in Germany laat 
year. 

Tho Spanish forces, a diepatch from 
Havana announcos, havo defeated tho com- 
bined insurgont forcos under Macoo. Tho 
ongagomunt took place noar Guantanamo. 
Tho Insurgents lost forty killed and many 
wounded. On tho Spanish aldo Lioutonant 
Bosch was killed and Bovoral soldlors wero 
wounded. A cablo dispatch from Havana 
to El Imparoial says that the inaurgonts at- 
tacked tho Spanish at Creaito, a short dis- 
tance north of Santiogo do Cuba. A bloody 
fight ensued whioh tho Spaniards won, in- 
flicting a heavy loss on tho enomy,

WESTMINSTER ASSIZES. 



Sentences Passed on Jordan, Denier 
and Wilkinson— Lobb Adjudged In 
sane and Unfit for Trial. 



The Grand J ury Compliments His Lord- 
ship and Refers to the Fitz- 
slmmons Case. 



Nkw Westminster, May 17.— (Spoolal.) 
— Tho Aasizes were virtually concluded to- 
day, although ono caao, that of Reglna v. 
Maokonzle, for fraudulent disposal of goods 
under mortgage, remains to be trlod to-day 
bofora Hla Honor Judgo Bole. In tho oaso 
of John Jordan, for wounding William 
Gowdy, tho jury brought In a vordiot of 
common asBault with a recommendation to 
moroy. The Chief Justice sentenced the 
priaonor to ono month's imprisonment at 
hard labor and ordored him to find soourlty 
to keop the poaoo, or In default of such 
aeourlty being sooner given to sutler an ad- 
ditional term of twelve months' imprison- 
ment. In the oaso of Donlor, for burglar- 
iously entoring a slaughter house and steal- 
ing moat, the jury found a verdict of not 
guilty and tho prisoner was discharged, 

In Reglna v. Wilkinson, for shooting 
with intonb to murder, the jury returned a 
verdlot of guilty of shooting with intent to 
do grievous bodily harm. The prisoner was 
aontonced to ten yearB in tho penitentiary. 

In Regina v. Lobb, for Bhooting at M. 
Mancoa on board the steamer Stella, a jury 
was empanelled before plea to try the pris- 
oner's sanity. After hearing tho evidence 
of Dootora Bodlngton and Wilson, the jury, 
under the direotion of tho Court, found the 
prisoner to be insane ond unfit for trial. 
Tho Court ordered him to bo detained until 
the pleasure of the Lieutenant-Governor be 
known. 

The grand jury shortly before noon pre- 
presentod Chief Justice Davie with a com- 
plimentary address upon his appointment, 
and extending felicitations to Mrs. Davio 
and himself. In a Bupplemontary presenta- 
tion they expressed satisfaction at the Im- 
provements made by the government In the 
court houso grounds, but regretted that the 
government ahould havo Been fit to do the 
work with prison convict labor inatead of 
employing the numerous men who are with- 
out work round town. They likewise pressed 
tho olaim of grand jurymen to compensation 
for loas of time, made somo reoommonda- 
tiona regarding the Asylum, and oonoluded 
by condemning the reinstatement of Deputy 
Warden FitzBlmmons, which aotion they 
oonBidered " an Insult to tho aelf-respeoting 
portion of tho community." 

The Chief Justice, after thanking them 
on behalf of Mre. Davie and himself for 
their warm congratulations, Bald that hav- 
ing to maintain the prisoners, the govern- 
ment worked them ; It would not be juatl- 
ficd in keeping them In idleness merely to 
provide work for the unemployed at gov- 
ernment oxpenee ; that, moreover, the gov- 
ernment could only expend moneys whioh 
had been voted by the legislature. There 
waa no vote for Improvement of the court 
house grounds, and they must have gone 
unimproved if the prison labor had not boon 
employed. Ho agreed with them on the 
Bubjeot of remunerating grand jurymen for 
their travelling expenses. 

Regarding Fitzslmmona, His LordBhip 
Bald that no man should bo condemned un- 
heard, and Fitzslmmons ivas entitled to a 
fair hearing after the charges against him 
had been distinctly formulated. This he 
had not yet had. His Lordship had soon 
the statoment In tho preBS that Fitzsimmons 
was suing somo of the papers for libelling 
him in this connection. In this suit tho ac- 
cusations against him would be tried. The 
result might show him to bo as black as 
some soem to believe him to be, but how- 
ever that might be any condemnation In tho 
meantime was unjust and out of place. 

The Chief Justice would seo that the 
other presentations of the grand jury wore 
duly represented to the proper quartors. 

Tho sessions of tho court this spring 
oponed each day at 9 o'olouk

Lord Ripon Declines to Recommend 
the Advance of 8425,000 to 
Canadian Sealers. 



Customs Frauds in the Hardware 
Trade— Practical Speech by 
Col. Prior. 



( From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 17.— Tho government re- 
ceived a mossage from Lord Ripon to-night, 
stating that while sympathizing greatly 
with the British Columbia Bealera In the 
losses thoy had sustained he could not aok 
tho Imperial parliament to advance the 
§425,000 asked for. 

Several hours wore occupied in the House 
of Commons discussing tho complaint of Sir 
Riohard Cartwright that the Government 
had sent skilled hardware men to tho United 
States to aaeortain the truo market value of 
oertain lines of goods. The Opposition 
thought it was indecent to send a man in the 
trade. Tho Conservatives commended Mr. 
Wallaco on protecting the revenue. 

Mr. Prior mado a practical speech, and 
aaid the opposition might bo capital politi- 
cians but their present tactics wore not those 
of successful business men. He explained 
to the houso some of the artifices resorted to 
by dishonest dealers to dotraud the cuatoma, 
such as false entries and even blank Invoices. 
The distinction between suoh methods and 
smuggling was, ho thought, very fine in- 
deed, and the Controller waa entitled to all 
oredit for hla desire to proteot honeBt bus?- 
neaB men. 

Petitions from Vanoouver and Weatmin- 
ater asking for the eatabliahmont of a board 
of ouBtoma exporta wore presented to parlia- 
ment by Mr. Corbould. 

Tho papers relating to the Fitzsimmons 
caae were presented to parliament to-day.

THEODORE DLRRANT. 

Changes Which the Barbers Have Effected In 
His Appearance— He Will Sue for 
Damages. 

San Francisco, May 17 — Durrant haB 
had hla hair closely oroppod and his mous- 
tache removed. None of the witneaaes who 
Identified Durrant as the man they saw 
with Blunohe Lamont, or the man they saw 
near Emanuol Baptist church, could now 
swear that ho looks anything like the per- 
son they met on tho fatal April 3 and April 
12. Tho cause of Durrant's action in 
changing hiB facial appoaranoe Is not known 
to anyone but himBeif and his attornoys. 
When interviewed Durrant said he had his 
hair out and moustache Bhaved just for his 
own pleasuro and comfort. It is possible 
that tho radical change in his custom of 
wearing his hair may havo boon done for tho 
purpose of weakening the identification of 
tho witneBBea for tho prosecution when he 
oomes up for trial in tho Buperior court. 
Tho chango ia certainly sufficient to confuso 
the wltneBBoa considerably, but whether tho 
defenco can gain a point of any value la 
questionable. The witnesses positively 
identified Durrant at tho preliminary exam- 
ination and this may bo hold to bo suffi- 
cient. Durrant threatens, if acquittod of 
tho murders of Blanche Lamont and Minnie 
Williama, to aue Chief of Police Crowloy for 
damages for placing his picture in tho 
rogue's gallery. Durrant's counsel claim to 
possess ovidonco proving that tho murders 
wero not committed by anyone connected 
with tho church, and that tho crimes were 
not tho work of ono man.

VANCOUVER. 

VANCOUVER, May 17. — Tho coroner's jury 
in the case of Valentine Ilg, the German 
atranger who was found dead In a field off 
Hastings street, returnod a verdiob of 
suicide. Dr. Bell-Irving stated that tho 
deceased had committed suioido by cutting 
the veins in his left arm, pulling down his 
shirt, buttoning it at the wrist, and compos- 
ing himself for death, a form of suicide quite 
common in Germany. It is thought Ilg was 
out of work and had no prospeots of getting 
any, and becoming discouraged took this 
means of onding his life. 

At another Bession of tho pollo9 investi- 
gation last nighb the only evidence brought 
out was that two years ugo Sargeant Hay- 
wood was slightly undor tho intluenoo of 
liquor when on duty. The question of re- 
wards for pulling down Bhaoks was also gone 
into. The investigation was continued 
Again this evening. 

MIDWAY.

Drop and Golden Eagle mineral claioiB, 350 
feet wide. 

C. Thomet Is doing assessment work on 
the Elkhorn, Providonco camp. The lodge 
is showing up to more advantage as tho 
work proceeds, 

In a former issue it was reported that 
Messrs. Bossharb and Dittmer had located a 
claim they oalled the Gold Drop; but not 
until some work had been dono upon it had 
they any idea of the oxtent and value of this 
new discovery. In fact, it Is what might bo 
called the first stampodo of the season. Tho 
ore is free milling, although depth might 
ohonge its character. The new field is 
situated on Granite creek, whioh flows Into 
Atwood creek (old Prior crook) and the lat> 
tjr empties into Boundary creek. Some 
three miles up Granite creek lies Long lake, 
and it is on tho east side of the lake this 
new el dorado has been found. The vein, 
as far as ascertained, 1b from two to five 
feet and contains much free gold and some 
galena, am' is traceable on the olaim some 
750 feet, "he same two fortunate gold 
seekers located the Jewel, some 400 feet 
south-west of the Gold Drop, on April 27th. 
This is a similar free gold proposition. Al- 
though these two locations caused much ex- 
citement, the final ooup was made whon Mr. 
C. Thamet looated the Bonanza, a southwost 
extension of tho Gold Drop, on the 4th of 
May, the vein of the Bonanza being four feet 
wide and traceable nearly the entire length 
of the claim. 

NELSON. 

(From tho Nolson Tribune) 
Jap King took a look at Cariboo creek 
recently. He Bays there is little doing on 
the creek in the way of actual mining, but 
that hotels are springing up every few miles, 
there being no less than three in oourse of 
orection along tho headwaters of the creek. 

George Williamson, of New Denvor, re- 
ports timeB quiet in hie Bection, the only ex- 
citement being in the granito at tho south 
end of the lake. The excitement has givon 
Siocan city a spurt. Bourno Brothers will 
put in a atore there, Sam Whittaker will 
open a hotel, and Tom Mulvey and Billy 
ClemenB will grow potatoes on an adjicent 
ranch. 

Never wero bo many men drawing pay in 
Kootenay aa now. The payrolls are not all 
at any one place. At Rosaland the pay rolls 
of the minea and local entarpriaea will ag- 
gregate $1,000 a day ; at Nolson and imme- 
diate vicinity, $400 ; at Pilot Bay, §450 ; 
at Ainsworth, §'250 ; atKaslo, tho building 
of the Kaslo & Siocan railway will cause 
fully §1,500 a day to be disbursed for sev- 
eral months ; in the Siocan tho pay rolls 
will aggregate §500 a day evon now when 
little more is boing dono than dead work at 
any of tho mines. Ib Is safo to say that the 
disbursements for wages in Southern Koot- 
enay ag?rogato §120,000 a month. And, 
what ia bettor still, the mineB of tho country 
aro producing every dollar that iB being diB- 
buraed. 

The raila for the tramway between the 
concentrator and the Alamo group of mines, 
in Siocan district; are at Rovolatoke. There 
is some hitoh with the customs official at 
that place. About forty men are at work 
on tho tramway, and it will be in operation 
in July. A Vancouver foundry has tho con- 
tract for tho cars and other portions of tho 
plant. 

Georgo Nowoll, who is interested in White 
GrouBO Mountain distriot, saya men are at 
work making a trail from tho townaito of 
Davio to tho minoa. Sovoral partieB are 
ready to go in and take a look at tho loca- 
tions OlB Boon as they can do bo over a trail. 

On Wednesday J, H. Matheaon, J. R. 
Campbell, and E. C. RuEsoll had a narrow 
escape from drowning in tho outlet at Nol- 
son. They wero in a sailboat fishing whon 
a equall suddenly came and before tho sail 
could bo lot go, tho boat filled and swampod. 
They worn reacued by a boab from the 
otoamor Alborta. 

Porter Brothers, the well-known bridge 
oontraotora, formorly of tho Great Northern 
railway, and more recently of tho Nelson fc 
Fort Sboppard railway, arrivod in Kaalo on 
Tuesday, and lofb tho next morning for an 
inspection of tho bridgo sited and other tim- 
ber work required on tho Kaalo Sc Siocan 
railway.

Grading and oloaring of right cf ways at 
Kaalo aro now in full blaBb, tho first two 
miles having boon allotod to oontraotor Mo- 
Donald. A number of men aro now employ- 
ed on the grado loading to tho wharf. 

A gonoral moving of oabins by EquuttorB 
who had built on railway lota altor tho 
flood of last yoar is goiDg on. Many of 
thorn havo bougiit lota from Kane Broo. and 
aro building on tho hill overlooking the 
town. 

Mr. CharloB L. Arnold returnod from 
Rosaland on Tuosday laab and went up to 
look nftor hia intoroota iu tho Siocan dia- 
triob. 

Tho Starlight alaim on Toad mountain 
has boon bonded by A. E. HumphroyB, of 
Duluth. Tho bond calls for $30,000 within 



six months, of whiah a certain amount is 
paid in cash. Tho Starlight has been proved 
by means of tunnels and open outs to extend 
along the surfaoe for 700 feob. It is largely 
composed of free milling gold quartz, bat 
contains also pyritio iron with a high per- 
centage of ooppor. Mr. Humphreys, who 
represents the syndicate of Duluth capital- 
ists who own the Idaho, Alamo and other 
mines, will put a oonsidorablo force of men 
to work as soon aa the snow leavos tho 
ground, in about a fortnight or three weekB. 

Both monitora havo been got to work at 
Forty-nine oreek, and will run continuously 
as long ds the water lasts. 

E. J. MathowB, agent of the Omaha and 
Grant smelter, succeeded during the past 
winter in soauring for his oompany nearly 
all the ore — upwards of 4,000 tona — that 
went oat from the Slooan mines over tho 
Nakusp and Slooan railway. The last car- 
load tor tho season left Three Forks on 
Wednosday. Tlioro aro still 1C0 tons of 
Alpha oro awaiting shipment at Silvorton, 
and when this haa left tho shipping season 
will have oloaod. Shipments will be recom- 
menced probably in about a couple of 
months by tho Slooan Star. 

Mr. White is building a wagon roud down 
to Sandon, whonoo a government road leads 
to Three Forka. Tho Idaho and Alamo 
propertiea will quiokly follow suit as soon as 
their tramway, now being actively puahod 
ahead, is finished.

A yoar ogo all 
shipments practically ceased for tho entire 
summer, bub now in addition to tho above 
there will bo the Alpha at Silverton, tho 
Silver King, the Blue Bell, the No. 1 at 
Ainsworth, ond bhe Trail Creek camp all 
actively Bonding out oro throughout tho 
yeaj. 

On the hills to the south of Cariboo creek 
and southeast of Mineral oreek somo quartz 
with galena haa been found, whilo throo 
mllca up Mineral oreek an oro Bomowhot 
Bimilar to that of Trail creek ia now belDg 
mined. Only a dozen are at prosont work- 
ing, and owing to tho heavy Iron capping to 
the lodges ib will take some timo to toll the 
valuo of the proapoota. There ia, however, 
a wide field for proepootors, aa tho whole 
country for several miles eaat of Mineral 
oreek iB mineral and locations have been 
made on several of tho oroeks running into 
Mineral and Cariboo oroeks.

duotion China, has an Inexhaustible supply 
of two. With a population greater than 
that of all Europe, and moro than three 
times as great aa that of the two Amoricie, 
China produces the most industriouB, the 
moat ingeniously imitatlvo workmen in the 
world, and at the same time thoy are frugal 
to an almoat inoredible point. The China- 
man oan work oonlinuouu sixteen hours 
apparently without exhaustion, and aubsiii) 
on ten oonta a day. With thia infusion of 
eheap labor into the markets of the 
world, the labor ooBt of production 
will be reduced practically to noth- 
ing. Aa an illustration of the 
adaptibility of the Japaneeo and Chinees to 
modern methods in manufactures, it- may 
be ioBtanced that at an exposition now baing 
hold at Kimora the exhibits of manu- 
faoturea of fibroa, toxtileB, leather, maohin- 
ory, upholstery, hosiery, hardware, surgi- 
oil and eciontitio instruments, oh'emioilB and 
glusawaro, are offered at Buoh prices that all 
competition is annihilated. 

The Argonaut, liko most of our American 
contemporaries, has a very vivid and a very 
active imagination. Whoa its fancy onoe 
gota to work ib leaps over all obstacles, and 
time doea nob ontor into its calculations, 
The changes which, aa mattera progress in 
this very alow world, it takoa oenturieB to 
bring about aro in its mind already at hand. 
Ib aeoa tho world llooded with Chlncao cheap 
goods produced by Chinese ohoap labor, 
and ib wonders what tho froo traders 
are going to do about it. W hon bhab day 
comeB, will they bo able to carry out their 
principles, or will thoy bo compelled to 
enter inbo a vast trade combination against 
China and the EaBb generally ? 



CANADA'S DAD BIRDS. 

If tho Newfoundlander boliove ono half 
that Canadian Grits s»y about Canada it ia 
not surprising that bbo great majority of 
bhem refuse bo liaton to thoso who endeavor 
to persuade them to join tho Dominion. The 
pioture which the Grits draw of their own 
country Ib a moat forbidding one and the 
inhabitants of other oountries do not know 
enough about them to reject what they aay 
aa nothing more than unpatriotic detraotion. 
Ib is mosb likely bhab tho prejudice againat 
Canada thab is bo intense and eo active in 
Newfoundland was engendered and kept 
alive by the libels aguinat their 
oountry that aro continually being 
published in tho Grit newspapers and 
proclaimed by Grit polibiclanB. Wo 
are greatly surprised that bhe rank and 
file of bhe Liberal party do nob give the blue 
ruin journalists and orators to understand 
that they have had enough of their dismal 
discourses. They musb seo that thoso dis- 
courses are not popular and that they are in- 
jurious to tho country. Surely those among 
them who have healthy minds have not con- 
tracted a toate for perpetual whining and 
-wailing. 

Ib is too bad bhab thoso Canadians who 
wish to represenb their oountry to strangers 
as it really iB find themselves contradicted 
on almoat every point by their own country- 
men who think that their political interests 
will bo sorved by running down the country 
in which thoy llvo. When Mr. Turner went 
to England the other day to raise a loan to 
be used in the dovolopmont cf tho vast ro- 
aourceaof this province tho opposition he mob 
woanob from Engliehmen butfromCanadiana. 
Disappointed and foiled Britiah Colombia 
politicians, atupidly believing that their per- 
sonal and politiaal interests would be served 
by misrepresenting bhe condibion of bhe 
provinoo, did whab bhoy could to undermine 
the confidence of British capitalists in its 
ability to pay its debts. Fortunately tho 
traitors wore nob ablo to do all tho harm 
bhoy intended, though thoy no doubb did 
tho provinco some injury. 

It is bho same with Mr. Fostor whoa ho 
goes to England to borrow money. The de- 
prooiabion of Canada which ho has to meet 
ia not tho work of any Inhabitant of tho 
British Islands, but of Canadians, who have 
published gloomy and disborted descriptions 
of the financial condition of tlioir own coun- 
try in tho English newspapers, and thoso 
Canadians aro cortain to bo GrltB. Is it then 
any wondor that tho Grits aro nob popular 
at homo, and thut tho unpatriotic bowlings 
of a comparatively few eourod and disap- 
pointed men have brought tho wholo party 
Into disrepute ? 



CHINES a CHEAP LA BOB. 

Thoro is somo speculation us to what will 
be tho effect of tho oponing up of China to 
oommoroo. There are somo who boliovo 
that if tho ChinoBo follow tho examplo of 
their conquerors and make haato to dovolop 
tho resources of their vast and mugnificont 
country and adopt tho civilization of the 
West, thoy will bo ablo to inundate tho mar- 
kets of the world with cheap goods. 

Tho immense population of the country 
pormits its manufacturers to obtain labor at 
tho cheapest rate imaginable, and 
produces the raw materials of all tho 
commodities of trado in great abundance 
This ia what tho Argonaut of tho Kith says 
on the subjoot : 

Of tbo stipulations imposed upon China 
by the victorious Japaneeo tho most im- 
portant and far-reaohing in its reaulta ia 
thab which throwa the wholo ompiro opon to 
foreign entorpriao. Modorn muohinory may 
bo Introduced, modern railways may bo 
oonstruotod, modorn motheda of commerce 
and of agriculture may bo introduced 
throughout tho country. Tho vast mineral 
resourcoB of China may bo dovoloped under 
tho direotion of scientific mon and by aclon- 
tifia mothods ; tho uullinitod agrioultural 
possibilities of China may bo roaliz'd under 
tho Impulse of modorn maohinory and 
methods and advanoed faoilitios for trans, 
portatlon. Of tho throo olomonts of pro 



A GALLANT DEFENCE. 



The dofonoo of Chitral was a gallant one. 
Surgeon Major Robortson and his woak gar- 
rison were imprisoned in their little fort 
with tho enemy literally at Its doora, That 
onomy was nob by any means to bo deBplsed. 
Tho besiegers were aotivo and vigilant. 
They were, too, oxoollent markamon. They 
had plenty of ammunition and woro by no 
moans ignorant of the art of war. 
"Throughout tho siege," the correapondent 
of bhe Timea suyB, " they showed themselveB 
excelloab marksmen, no defondor being ablo 
bo put hia head to the loopholes for u mo- 
mont without boing shot. In addition to 
thia they fought extromely woll, allowing 
groat military aptitude in taking cover, and 
in the middle of a fight throwing up heavy 
breastworks of fascines. Thoy hod largo 
numbers of Snidera and Martinis and largo 
quantities of ammunition." 

Tho defondora had to resort to every de- 
vice to protoot themselves from tho fire of 
tho enemy and to prevent them sotting fire 
to tho fort, which they woro coablnually 
trying to do. They wero obliged 
to take precautions to provent their 
being blown up. Counter mlnoa wero 
atirted to diBcover tho onemv'a mineB. 
Ib would appear that during tho whole 
siego tho garrison wero not for a single 
moment out of danger. Thoy had to be 
continually on tho watch and continually at 
work. Food woa aoaroo and nob very good, 
bub happily thoy had plenby of water. The 
Chibralia attempted to cut off their water 
Bupply but did not succeed. " On the 8th 
of March," tho narrative suya, " tho enemy 
attempted to burn the water tower, They 
made a feint at another part, thoy aotually 
got inaide the tower and set fire to the 
waterway to tho river— a most important 
poinb and ono very strongly defended. 
They were driven off, however, and bhe firo 
was put oub." Tho besiegers c Hooted a 
lodgmont in a summer house in the garden 
and from it annoyod tho garriaon and com- 
menced mining operations. Ib was neces- 
sary to drivo them out. A sortio was made 
and the work was done with groat gallantry 
bat with considerable loaa; oighb of the 
party wore killed and thlrtoon wounded, 
but the enemy's loaa waa aixty, thirty-five 
of whom wero bayoneted. 

It can oaaily bo aeen from thia that the 
garriBon wero sore besot and in great 
itralte. But weakened aa thoy wero and 
Buffering as they did, not a man of them 
dreamt of surrendering. Ib waa the be- 
siegers, not tho garriaon, that lost heart. 
" Tho discipline, devotion and fortitude dis- 
played by all ranks undor clroumsbuncos 
which required all bhoso qualities was be- 
yond all praise." No ono will bo surprised 
bo loam thab tho casualties of tho siego wero 
very hoavy (101 woundod, -10 fatally). The 
surprise is that a single man of tho garrison 
oscuped. Military critica in India are com- 
paring tho dofonco of Chitral to bhab of the 
Kosidonoy of Lucknow, " and tho mere fact 
that it should recall, howovor faintly, that 
glorlouB opieodo in our annals, shows how 
high is tho estimate of tho achievements of 
Mr. Robertson and his comrades." When 
tho Queen learnod tho particulars of tho 
sioge alio eont a telegram from Darmstadt 
expressing her admiration at tho gallantry 
displayed by her troops in Chitral and her 
sorrow for tho Iobb of life Incurred.

Thia Incident was part of a preconcerted 
arrangement ia which persona of high sta- 
tion, among others tho Duko of Nowoastle 
and Lord Halifax, took part. Mr. Brinck- 
man had a ahorb time before been divorced, 
and a number tf tho mombora of the Engliah 
Church Union had dotermined to protOBt 
against tho marriage of a divorced 
porson boing oolobratod in a con- 
secrated building. Father Blaok de- 
clared in hia proteBt that " ono of tho por- 
tiea has his oanonioal wifo living, and that 
thoroforo hia marriage with any other por- 
son is contrary to tho law of God and to tho 
doctrine and disclpllno of tho Church of 
England." But the gentleman hod been 
duly divorced according to tho law of Eng- 
land, and the law of England permita him 
to marry again. Tho question has ariaon, 
how can tho Churoh established by low in 
England refuso to marry a man whom that 
law allowa to bo eligible for marriage. The 
Duko of Nowcostlo and others of the Church 
Union aeo tho force of thia objaotion, for ho 
writes to tho TimeB to aay : 

If the Biahopa cannot dotermino, and 
without dolay, to stand by tho Indissolubil- 
ity of marriage and tho Banotlty of the 
Churoh'a offioea I, for one, shall feol obliged 
to chango my attitude towards tho question 
of disestablishment. This I ehall do with 
regret, but without any doubt. All tho on- 
dowmonts of tho Churoh oan- 
not, in my opinion, bo weighed 
against ono such occurrence aa 
as that of St. Mark's, North Audley atroot. 
And aa to tho disruption and confusion that 
might result from disosbablishmont, it la 
better, I bolievo, to trust tho Churoh'B 
Divino Master than to botray His word. 

Lord Halifax speaking on tho aamo sub 
jeob at a mooting o{ the English Churoh 
Union, of which organization ho ia Preai 
dont, aald : 

I wish to touoh on tho queation — in view 
of a recont occurrence — of bhe power of an 
Aob of Parliament to overrule tho cxpreaa 
worda of our Lord HimBolf. If in defiance 
of thoBO words, and in defianoe of tho law of 
tho Churoh founded on thoae worda, aa tho 
Christian body has always understood them, 
the Church of England la to be hold In coa- 
st quoaco of tho Divorce Aot to Banotion tho 
princlplo that adultery breaks tho marriage 
bond, and wo aro to aeo our churohea 
deBocrated by tho protended marriagos of 
thoae wIiobo union in God's sight ia unlaw- 
ful, and a blessing given In Hia name to 
those whoso Bin alone enables them to con- 
tract a fresh legal union — thon lot ib bo un- 
derstood onco for all that wo aro not pro- 
pared to defend our existiag relatione of 
Churoh and Stato on such conditiona. 

Ib may be aeon from thia bhat tho ocour- 
reace which oallod forth theao remarka ia 
by no moans an unimportant ono. It, for 
ono thing, marka tho wide difference that 
exiata among the membora of the Church of 
England in England. For thoro aro many 
peraona in that body who aeo nothing con- 
trary bo tho Chriatlan religion or to the 
oanona cf the Churoh of England in per- 
mitting divorced persona to marry aad to 
have thoir marriago celebrated ia churohea 
duly conaecratod. Wo may infer from tho 
discuBsioa to which bho scene in Sb. Mark's 
ohurch haa givea riso, that whon an agita- 
tion ia ralaed for the disestablishment of 
tho English Church thore are many of its 
mombera who will not raise a band in ita 
defeneo. 



AN INTERRUPTED MARRIAGE. 

A very singular eceno took plnco in 
London church a short time ago. Tho mar- 
riago of Mr. Theodoro Brinokman was boing 
oolebratod. When tho olorgy man recited that 
part of bho marriage eorvico which Baya " II 
any can bIiow any just cause why bhoy may 
nob bo lawfully joined togother lot him now 
spoak or oIbo horeaftor hold hia poaco,' 
gontloman in tho body of bho ohuroh known 
aa Father Blaok roao and deolared thab he 
aa a clerk in holy orders protosted againab 
tho Bolemulzation of tho marriago, which ho 
said waa at varianco with tho doctrine of 
tho Churoh of England. Tho officiating 
olorgyman paid no attention to Fathor 
Ulaok'a protest. Ho Bald thab ho was pres- 
ent by tho Biabop'a mandate, and rofused to 
llaten to what tho protester had to say. 

Tho ohuroh, lb appears, was woll filled 
whon Fathor Black atood up to prevent tho 
celebration of tho marriago. An unseemly 
oommotion then ensued, many exolaiminc 
againab tho man who had intorruptod tho 
ceromony and othora uttering aloud exprec- 
eions of sympathy with the brido, who waa

Thomas' play Is now in the fourth year of 
its Buccess. Eich year tho play has made a 
deeper impression on the peopie until it 
looks os though it had become the standard 
American drama. Mr. Thomas has not 
aimed to do much in " Alabama " except to 
toll a pretty love story, and ahow tho Amer- 
ican people that the war is a thing of the 
past, and that love Is stronger than sectional 
resentment. Ho has shown, as his fines in- 
dicate, that sectional resentment Is oightoon 
years behind tho times. Ho has caused the 
shoutors of sectionalism on both sides of the 
Mason and Dixon line to realize that thero is 
a now North and a younger genoratlon ; that 
they aro all Americans, and thoso who do 
not want to keep up with tho procession, 
have to go to the rear. * 

The wholo of yesterday uftornoon was 
taken up in tho provincial court with tho 
preliminary hearing of tho Triumph cutting 
affray.

The ovldenco In effect 
was that Carpot and tho Chinaman got into 
hot words in tho galley because Ah White, 
who was cook, would not givo Carpet Bomo 
cold wator. Carpot invited him up on dock 
to fight and the rest of tho crow only knew 
of the stabbing when they heard Carpot cry 
out. Tho men woro separated and tho 
knifo token away from tho Chinaman. Tho 
acousod, who roaorvod his dofenco, was sent 
up for trial, his boil boing fixed at $1,000. 
Mr. Aikman oppourod for tho dofonoe. 

Fires of incondiary origin appear to bo 
opldomio in Victoria at presont. Chief 
DeaBy reporting ono for overy day this woek 
sovo Monday. Yesterday tho call camo in 
by telophono ot fivo minutes after noon from 
tho Louvro hotel, Johnson stroot, of whioh 
Mr. Rolands of Burnsido is ownor, and 
Robb J. Ferguson proprietor. Tho firo waa 
disoovored in ono of the contro innor rooms 
on the second floor by a workman boarder 
going to his room for Bomo toolB. After tho 
chemical had dono ita work and the firo wbb 
extinguished tho causo woa discovered in a 
little box of kindling and oiled paper in the 
corner of tho room, which by tho way haa 
neither stovo nor firoplaoo. The occupant 
of tho room, a man named Mitcholl, is posi- 
tive that noithor box nor kindling wob thero 
when ho went out not half on hour boforo. 
The firo had run from its Btortlng point on 
tho floor to tho coiling on a thin wooden 
partition, loosely papered on both Bidoa, and

The sports and gomea oommittee ond gen- 
eral celebration committeo held mootlnga 
lust evening. The formor transacted no 
buBioess of importance. In tho latter Mr. 
H. D. Helmoken made a motion to rescind 
tho motion already passed which did away 
with the Mayor'a barge at the Gorge. In 
supporting hiB motion Mr. Helmoken ex- 
preaaod his surprise at the apparent lack of 
interest of both Mayor and oonncil in the 
celebration this year. Ho thought that it 
was tho Mayor's placo to be present and 
assist tho oommittee in their work. This 
he considered quite an Important ob any 
other dutioa the Mayor had to porform. 
After conaiderablo disousslon with motions 
and amendments, the original motion was 
lost, and the meotiug broke up in confusion. 

As tho steamer Rosalie nearod port yos- 
terday morning on her dally trip from the 
Sound a Beating boat was noticed adrift oil 
Trial island. She was partly liBted and a 
cloBor inspection showed tho dead body of o 
man stretohed out in the bottom of the boat, 
his arm hanging over tho gunwale. Tho un- 
fortunate man had apparently boen dead 
some hours, but how ho perished thero wob 
nothing to Bhow. SailB, oars and rowlocks 
were in tho bout, a quilt, a new pair of 
overalls and a few other articles. The body 
was that of an undersized man of apparently 
forty yeara of ogo, and by paperB In hiB 
pocket it waa surmised that ho was a sea- 
faring man named Barney Rourke, u native 
of Livorpool, who had received his dlaohurgo 
from tho Bhip Stirling on April 5, at San 
FranoiBao. Everything in tho boot wob 
soaked with water. Tho Rosalie brought 
boat and body to tho olty and handed 
them over to tho provinoial police. The 
body was taken to the morguo and on in- 
quest ordered for this morning ot 9 o'clock. 
Upon the water eooked olothea boing re- 
moved from tho oorpae bruiaos wero found 
upon the knoos and the skin was torn; then 
in tho socks was found some Bond or grit. 
Tho bruised knees ond wet clothes might 
point to tho man having fallen overboard 
and thon scratched and bruised bis kneeB in 
scrambling back into tho boat. A aomowhat 
strange diacropancy is noted in tho mouBuro- 
ment ( f tho body. Rourke was a member 
of the aoamun'p union, his membership cud 
of Victoria, No 02, signed by Thos, C. 
Barry, agont, waB found in hia pocket. In 
this hia height is givon as fivo feet sovon 
inches, but tho body does not measure more 
then five feot four. It haa, howovor, beon 
identified by friends hero an that of Uourke, 
who shipped at San Francisco for Nanaimo, 
whe ro ho is supposod te havo deserted. Tho 
post mortem by Dr. Long (HbcIobcb tho singu- 
lar faot that the rloith appears to havo beon 
caused by drowning rather than from ex- 
posure as Burmised.

Ai.d. PARTRIDGE moved to lay the mattor 
over till a written undoratunding was 
druftod. 

Ald. Bhaco said tho idea was to have a 
man who would bo responsible for tho wholo 
plant. Ho did not soo the idea of making 
tho superintendent tako his turn at tho en- 
gine. That would be just aa absurd aa ro 
quiring tho Chief of Police to do tho duty of 
an ordinary policeman on the boat. 

Ald. Wilson thought it would bo diffi- 
cult to get u man to fill both poBitiona, aa 
electrician and engineer. 

Ald. Williams said it was quite ovident 
that some of tho aldermen wanted to ap- 
point two mon to do tho work of ono. He 
did not boliove in that ; one man was quite 
onough, and ho objected to tho expense of 
omploying two. 

Ald. Ca.meron did not see the advant- 
age of laying tho mattor over. If the 
suporintendont was engaged to look after 
the whole plant thoro was no neooaaity of 
tielng him down to details. 

Ald McLki.lan oxplainod for Aid. 
Partridge's benofit, that " the general 
suporintendont ia boas of the wholo conoern 
and that's all thero is about It." 

In reply to o atotement that tho Wm. 
Hamilton Co. wanted a thoroughly certifi- 
cated engineer employod or they would 
withdraw their guarantoe, 

Ald Macmili.an said ho did not think 
their guarantee for a year " amounted to 
shucks." What kind of a guarantee was it 
anyway that could bo withdrawn on a more 
whim ? 

Ald. Bragg was of opinion that tho Wm. 
Hamilton Co. Bhould mind their own affairs 
and ollow tho council tomanugo theirs. 

Ballotting then began on specially pre- 
pared popera with o Bpuco for each ballot. 
On tho second ballot threo spoilt ballots 
wero the result of os many aldermen put- 
ting their marks in tho wrong placo. From 
the start, out of ton candidates tho choice 
lay botweon M. Hutchison, A. L. Brown- 
lio, D. Cartmel and E. C. Shepherd. On 
the ninth ballot it narrowed down to a 
choice between Hutchison and Browullo, 
and on tho clovonth ballot the formor was 
elected by six votes to Brownlio's four. 

On tho motion to open tho tondors for the 
cofferdam, Aid. Partridgo asked whether 
tho tender of a person who hud got hia ten- 
der in in time but could not send in tho 
check until tho day after, could bo consid- 
ered. Tbu council by voto decided that the 
tender should havo the Bume standing aa the 
othors, aa no tenders had yot boon opened. 

Tho tondors for the cofferdam were : Co- 
operative Workmen, $3,517 40; John Hag- 
arty, $3,910; W. J. Lodingham, $1,297 ;

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THE CHURCH OP ENGLAND. 

To the Editor :— Regretting the delay 
caused by pressure of duty and alckneaa in 
my fiimily, permit me to observe that I do 
not think there is any essential dilTjrenoe 
between your learned correspondent " Iuns 
of Chancery," and myself in reference to the 
Church of Kngland in thia province. The 
arguments in my letter kindly republished 
by you on the 5'.h instant, were puroly of 
the defensive kind. I havo too much esteem 
for the membera of the Anglioan body and 
too ainaere a desire for thuir good will, to 
impugn or dlsputo with them in any way 
what privileges they may justly olalm in 
their churoh relation. 

But as my arguments, though not oppos- 
ed, have not been expressly admitted, I feel 
it due to myself and my floolc to state them 
a llttlo more fully. 

The words, "Thia is still a Church of 
England bishoprlo, a part of the Church of 
Eugland itaeli," may oarry to aome minds a 
wider aenso than your correspondent could 
himself havo thought them to bear. For the 
bishop to bo a " standing plaintiff,'' and for 
his ordinations to be as good as any English 
bishop's— the latter, allow me to observe, ia 
involved in hia own consecration inde- 
pendently of the Iettera patent — la far from 
Implying that those who separate from him 
are diasenters from the Church of England. 

Let it be grantod that, by tho letters 
patent or otherwlae, tho Anglican bishopric 
in In some sonBe, — and it can be only in some 
Bense, — a part of the Churoh of England, it 
is still easy to Bee that It is wanting in 
all that essentially constitutes a bishopric 
in England, and that makes auoh a bishopric 
different from all that can be called churoh 
jurisdiction in suoh a colony as ours. 

For it carries no coercive authority ; it haa 
no conge d'eliro, involving inalienable prlvi 
leges of a pro-existing oapitular body. Here 
is no pro-existent church with legal rightB 
of such validity that every man, woman and 
child in tho dloceae can claim tho ordinances 
of tho ahuroh. It does not Invest whoever 
will of tho whole population with such 
rights. Lot a cause be tried here of an 
ecolealastical porson refusing baptism, burial 
or communion, it would bo decided not aa a 
Churoh of England right, but as a right ac- 
cruing from voluntary trusts, or aynrdical 
rulea, requiring Chureh of England order to 
be initiated or followed, juat aa in the case 
of any other ohuroh. 

In my own caao the trust deed preceded 
and presumably validated the jurladiction. 
I speak not of tho merits of the case in 
whioh myself and the congregation were in- 
volved ; for it ought to be remembered that 
our cause has never been tried on Its own 
merits, the separating body having acted 
throughout on the defensive, preferring to 
worahip apart to pursuing a course of lega- 
tion and appeal. 

I conceive, therofore, that the letters 
patent were abandoned because they were, 
with the exception of the two personal 
privilegoa abovo reforrod — found to be ultra 
circs ; an aob of tho crown, without 
anw legislative authority to tffectua.e It ; 
in this reBpeot analogous, perhaps, to the 
prerogative of the crown of convening the 
houaeB of convocation, but investing them 
with no power to make or alter laws. 

And I think I may also without offence 
presume to believe that it was this impo- 
tenoy of tho letters patent to give him tho 
power which he deemed necessary to tho 
due exercise of his functions, whioh led tho 
then ADglioan bishop to take tho higher 
and, to many minds, tho more legitimate 
ground of apostolical descent. This was the 
rock on which the church split. I deem it 
not only possible, but probable, that had 
the hlBhop boen contented with the powera 
whioh tho law allowod, without seeking 
to add to them an Irresponsible domostlcum 
forum, there would have botn noaeparatlon, 
and that even now, were thia pretension 
abandoned, the Church of England would 
soon regulate itsolf by forco of f»ot and tho 
rent body Bow together again to tho great 
advantage of religion. 

Thanking you, sir, for the space accorded 
me, and your learnod correspondent for the 
temperate and kindly tone of hlB letter,

Henry Clews Believes tho Recovery in Busi- 
ness Is tlestinod to be Permanent. 

In hla Wall atreet ciroular of May 11 
Henry Clowa aaya :— In our last we record- 
ed a buying market, following a slight fall 
in pricea consequent upon Bales to realize 
speculative proiita. During tho first half of 
the paab week, there waa again considerable 
realizing, with aome yielding In pricea 
London, however, proved firmer than Now 
York, and largo purchaBea wero mado for 
that market ; with the effect of checking 
the downward tendency and cauiiog aome 
reaction in pricea. 

The late chango In tho tone of business 
has been shared by all tho commercial na- 
tions. Tho European liquidation has been 
protracted and sovore almost boyond all ox- 
porionco in tho history of commercial reac- 
tions. Tho result In that part of tho world 
has been a liquidation ao thorough aa to 
leave bohind a condition of extraordinary 
soundness of credit. There is theroforogood 
reason for the expectation of a universal re- 
vival of business, and that view appears to 
bo now taking hold of tho foreign bourseB. 

The symptoniB indicate that tho recovery 
iu business ia gonuino and destined to bo 
pormanont. Tho clfoot upon tho markot for 
securities cannot but be beneficial. Tho 
course of prices of stocks for tho moment 
may depend vory much upon tho action of 
the foroign markots ; but local speculation 
may be expected to bo stimulated by tho 
fact that) the rocont rise in prices has added 
Bomo $300,000,000 to tho valuo of atooks 
doalt in at tho Now York Exchange, which 
moana vory largo profits to tho " bull " 
speculators, and. consequent Btlmulua to 
buying.

RUSSIA AND KOREA. 

No Fears That the St. Petersburg Government 
Will Attempt to Occupy tho 
Kingdom. 

WASHIKOTON, May 17. — Tho roporta of 
RnBsia'a purpose to abiorb Korea aro not 
aoriously ontortainod in diplomatic circlee. 
No auch purpose has ever boeu euggoated in 
the ollicial correspondence thus far. China's 
assertion of a protectorate ovor Koroa led to 
tho rocont war, so that it ia not likely that 
Japan would rogard a Blmilar claim by Rub- 
ala with Indifrorenco. Another report com- 
ing from Frankfort that RueBia'a claim on 
Koroa waa for tho purposo of protecting 
RuBaian morchanta against Japanoeo eompo 
tition is known to bo erroneous by thoao fa- 
miliar with tho facta. A diplomat recontly at 
Seoul, tho capital of Korea, Bays there is 
only ono RusBlan, a carpontor, in Korea, 
outside of tho legation. Tho Japaneao lega- 
tion has rocoived an ofliaial cablo stating in 
iubatanco that a final and aatiafactory agree- 
ment haa been rar.ched by Japan with tho 
European powera on the Kiatern question. 
It is regarded as closing tho entire subject. 
It ia also regarded aB negativing unoiiieial 
statements of Russian newspapers that Rus- 
sia would claim a pro;eotorato ovor Koroa. 

St. PetersiiuhO, May 17. — Ir-qulries in 
varinim quarters lure whoro information can 
bo obtained elicit tho information that tho 
government had come to no dooieion regard- 
ing tho occupation of Koroa.

How Minister Jewell Learned to Make 
Russia Leather. 

Jewell, liko all men brought' up to 
loani a trade, and who afterward gained 
promineiico in affairs, mado now and 
than unconscious revolutions of his early 
traininp;. During ono of tho campaigns 
in which lie was engaged he found him- 
self at a country hotel whero tho tablo 
waa bounteous, but tho rooms few and 
small. It was necessary in order that tho 
whole party might bo housed for each 
bed to be occupied by two persons. The 
governor's roommate was a young poli- 
tician, who could not hide his surprise 
when the governor just beforo retiring 
rolled the sleeves of his night shirt oven 
as far up as his shoulders, and then 
bathed his arms in cold water. 

"You wonder wiry I do this," said 
tho governor. "Well, I couldn't sleep 
unless I did. When I was a youngster 
learning tho tanners' trade, I used to 
have my arms in the vats all day long, 
and at night my skin would smart as 
though I had been stung by nettles. I 
could not bear to hare any cloth touch 
them. Ho I got tho habit of rolling my 
shirt sleeves as far as I could, and thus 
I have slept ever since. " 

When Jewell was minister to Russia, 
ho played a Yankee trick upon tho Rus- 
sians, the benefits of which we aro reap- 
ing even to this day in this country. 
Liko every other American tanner, ho 
had long wanted to know tho secret of 
tho process of manufacturing Russian 
leather He had experimented with a 
few dollars himself, only to learn that 
tho secret was not to bo discovered. 

When at the court of t>t. Petersburg, 
ho professed great interest in Russian 
industries and was shown through many 
of tho manufaeturies there. By and by 
there came an opportunity to go through 
a factory where Russia leather was man- 
ufactured. Jewell was all smiles and 
courtesies and seemed profoundly inter- 
ested in those things which really did 
not interest him and wholly blind to tho 
very things he went to that place to 
sec But lie was not so blind as they 
thought. When ho came out of that fac- 
tory, he laid discovered, as ho bolieved, 
tho process, and ho brought tho discov- 
ery back to this country with him, so 
that by and by tho United States began 
to turn out a very good article of leather 
resembling the Russian product. — Phil- 
adelphia Press.

A HISTORICAL MYTH. 



The Story of General Jackson's Cotton Male 
Breastworks a Pleasing Fiction. 

There are few of tho schoolboys of 
several generations preceding tho pres- 
ent who do not remember being taught 
that General Jackson won tho battlo of 
New Orleans by throwing up a breast- 
work of cotton bales and meeting tho 
British assault behind them. 

A dramatic account of this was in all 
tho school histories and soveral others, 
and the novelty of tho affair appealed 
vividly to the imagination. Tho cold 
facts of later history prove this all to 
have been fiction. Henry Adams, in his 
history of Madison's administration, do- 
scribes the battle of ls T ew Orleans and 
mentions no such feature. MoMaster, 
in his latest volume, refers to tho story 
iu a note only to say that there wero two 
or three cotton bales used in one place 
and they wero either set on tiro o 
knocked out at once. 

Jackson's lino of breastworks was of 
earth irregularly thrown up and of vary- 
ing height along its length. The trained 
sharpshooters of tho west did great work 
as marksmen behind it and so galled 
tho heavily laden British troops that they 
had no alternative but to be shot or re- 
treat before the American lino. 

Tho schoolbook story used to bo that 
tho Americans lost six killed and seven 
wounded. WeMaster places tho figures 
of killed and wounded at 70. Tho Brit- 
ish, it seems, were not all repulsed ao 
cording to tho popular story. Tho right 
lino of the American troops was driven 
in, and the British loft advanced a mile 
in tho re:ir of Jackson on tho way to 
Now Orleans. 

Ho was really flanked by this success, 
but tho terrific slaughter ho inflicted up- 
on the British in tho center, involving 
tho death of the first and second generals 
in command, completely dispirited them 
and induced tho return of that wing of 
their army that was ou tho way to tho 
city. — Boston Herald.
